LEAGUE NOT A MENACE 


TO MONROE DOCTRINE 


Mr. Taft Says, However, 
There Is No Objection 
to Specific Exemption of 
Doctrine — Interests of 
America Involved in Eu- 
ropean Situation. 


New York, March 4.—A league of 
nations covenant is indispensable to 
the treaty of peace if “‘the war is 
to accomplish the declared purpose

“Looked at from either a selfish 
or a world point of view, no high- 
er duty ‘ever as laid upon the 
United States Olan now at this criti- 
eal juncture in\ the world’s affairs 
to unite with the nations with whom 
it has won this war in arms and 
brought Germanx to her knees, to 
keep her in that suppliant attitude 
and save her and Europe from the

Meanwhile the president, with 
Joseph P. Tumulty, his private sec- 
retary, remained in an ante-room 
after having stated he would give 
Justice Cohalan five minutes to 
leave. On receiving word that he 
had done so, the president remain- 
ed in conférence with the Irish del- 
egation for nearly half an hour.

Polls open this morning at 7 
o'clock for two distinct and separate 
elections, both of whtch will ba held 
at the same time and at the same 
voting places, but under distinctly 
separate management. 

The people of Atlanta will vote 
today upon the question as to 
whether or not they will agree to 
the restoration of the previous tax 
rate of $1.50 per $100 advalorem, 
which means an increase of 25 cents 
per hundred dollars over the present 
rate of $1.25, and at the same time, 
in the same _ voting precincts, 
though under’ separate election 
managers, the voters will say if 
they are willing for Atlanta to issue 
bonds to the amount of $1,000,000 to 
provide funds for imperatively need- 
ed city improvements. 

In the tax increase election only 
a majority of votes is necessary to 
carry the election, but.in the bond 
election two-thirds of the voters 
voting must cast ballots favorable 
to the issue in order to put it over. 


Bonds and Higher Tax. 

Voters can vote for or against the 
tax increase, and for or against the 
bonds at the same time and place, 
but the votes for the tax increase 
election and those for bonds, will be 
deposited in separate ballot boxes 
and will be handled by separate 
managers and election clerks. 

It should also be understood that 
voters in the bond election can vote 
for or against any of the items on 
the bond ticket—for instance, should 
anyone approve the item of $500,000 
for waterworks improvements, and 
disapprove of all other items con- 
sidered in the $1,000,000 bond is- 
sue. such as $300,009 for the crema- 
tory, $100,000 -for the fire depart-

Police Investigate.

Adam- 
son, who they say was being de- 
tained by a score of people, at first 
was inclined to resist arrest, and 
had to be handled rather roughly 
before he was placed in the police

pe his arrival at the police p.. 
tion, when quizzed by Assistant 
Chief Jett, he refused to make any 
statement other than that he was 
absolutely innocent of all charges. 
He asked permission to secure a 
lawyer, and was allowed to notify 
Attorney John H. Highsmith. His 
lawyer later stated that his client 
was not guilty, but he would make 
no other statement of the affair. 

Detective Sergeant Bob Waggoner 
and Detective Jameson made an ex- 
haustive probe of the affair.

~IN'NORTH RUSSI 
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President Makes State- 
ment in His New York 
S peech—He Won’t Come 

’ Back Till It’s Over Over 
There—Full Text of the 
President’s Address. 


New York, March 4.—President 
Wilson, is his address at the Metro- 
politan Opera house tonight on the 
league of nations, spoke as follows: 

“My fellow citizens, 1 accept the 
intimation of the air just played. I 
will not come back ‘till it’s over 
over there,’ and yet 1 pray God, in 
the interests of peace and of the 
wortd, that that may be soon, 

“The first thing that l am going 
to tell the people on the other side 
of the water is that an overwhelm- 
ing majority of the American peo- 
ple is in favor of the league of na- 
tions. I know that that is true; Il 
have had unmistakable intimations 
of it from aH parts of the country 
and the voice’ rings true in 
case. I count myself fortunate to 
speak here under the unusual cir- 
cumstances of this evening. 1 am 
happy to associate myself with Mr. 
Taft in this great cruse. He has 
displayed an elevation of view, and 
a devotion to public duty, which is 
beyond praise. 

“And I am more happy because 
thie mcans that this is not a party 
issue. No party has the right to ap- 
propriate this issue, and no party 
will in the long run dare oppose it. 

“We have listened to so clear and 
admirable an explanation of many 
of the main features of the  pro- 
posed covenant of the league of na- 
tions that it is perhaps not neces- 
sary for me to discuss in @ny par- 
ticular way the contents of the doc- 
ument. I will seek rather to give 
you its setting. I do not know 
when I have been more impressed 
than by the conferences of the com- 
mission set up by the conference of 
peace to draw up a covenant for the 
league of nations. 

How Charter Was Drawn. 


“The representatives of fourteen 
nations sat around that board—not 
voung men, not men inexperienced 
in the affairs of their own coun- 
tries, not men inexperienced in the 
politics of the world—and the in- 
spiring influence of every meeting 
was the concurrence of purpose on 
the part of all those men to come 
to an agreement and an effective 
working agreement with regard to 
this league of the civilized world. 

“There was a conviction in the 
whole impulse; there was eonviction 
ef mora than onesort: tthefé was 
the conviction that this thing ought 
to be done and there was also the 
conviction that not a man there 
would venture to go home and say 
that he had not tried to do it. 

“Mr. Taft has set the picture for 
you of what a failure of this great 
purpose would mean. We have been 
hearing for all these weary months 
that this agony of war has lasted 
because of the sinister purpose of 
the central empires. and we have 
made maps of the course that they 
meant their conquests to take.

Assured Water Supply. 

“We want an assured water sup- 
ply—and this we must have. Your 
city councilmen, your servants, have 
pledged themselves to pay for 
pumps and other equipment that 
has been ordered to make the water 
supply certain and adequate to our 
needs. If you fail to vote for the 
water bonds these faithful servants, 
who acted in your interest, will be 
seriously embarrassed, and the im- 
provement in your water plant will 
be put off possibly for twelve 
months, and no one can tell when 
one of the present pumps, now work- 
ing in a crippled condition, will go 
to pieces, or when a big fire will 
break out and overtax the pressure 
plant. 

“A vote against bonds for the im- 
provement of the water plant would 
be a serious mistake on the part 
of a@&m Atlanta citizen, to put it in 
the mildest possible terms.” 

Patriots Urged to Vote, 

Mr. Orme insists that the patriots 
of-Atlanta should come to the res- 
cue of the city in a financial crisis 
and save her from the shame of hayv- 
ing to shut down many of the vital 
departments, which would result if 
the bonds fail to carry. “The 
pumps will have to be pmid for,” 
said he, “and if the money for 
pumps has to be taken out of the 
current revenues of the city it will 
mean nothing else than the curtail- 
ing or stopping of other depart- 
ments.” 

Mr. Orme makes a plea not only 
for the bonds for waterworks, 
which will be taken care of easily 
by the receipts of that department, 
but he also urges the passage of 
bonds for the cyclorama and the 
crematory, both of which can be 
made to pay their own way, pro- 
vide for interest and sinking fund 
by their profits, and take care of 
the final retiring of the “bonds 
themselves. The bonds for the mo- 
torization of the fire department 
need no argument. The worth of 
the new method of getting appargt- 
us to the fires not being a debat- 
able question as compared with the 
old horse-drawn vehicles. 

In refutation of the arguments 
made Tuesday in the. daily papers 
regarding the influence of an in- 
creased tax rate upon the rent 
question, the braekers of the tax in- 
crease use the following argument: 


Tax Increase Argument. 


“The position taken by the real 
estate board was a great mistake, 
because inevitably the result they 
hope to accomplish by defeating the 
restoration of the tax rate will act 
as a boomerang in that of necessity 
the assessments on all realty must 
be increased to perhaps its full val- 
ue, what will be the consequences? 
While Atlanta will only get a por- 
tion of the funds necessary to oper- 
ate the city it will in proportion 
incremse the state and county as- 
sessments, thereby costing the real 
estate owner more money than 
would the -increase in the city’s 
rate. 

“The appeal to the renter is only 
a subterfuge to protect the owner 
who thinks first of himself and then 
of his city. If the increase of the 
city tax rate will increase rent, 
what will become of the renter 
when both the city and state and 
county assessments are increased? 
Don’t be fooled by the appeal to 
you, Mr. Renter. Your children 
having good schools to attend, your 
family better sanitary facilities, and 
you better streets to ride over will 
more than compensate for any sup- 
posed increase in rent you will -be 
called upon to pay.’ You cannot ac- 
complish things withont money. 
Your city has no money to do the 
necessary things with and if the 
tax rate should be restored vou will 
see a different city, one of which 
you will be proud.” 

Nutting Urges Votes. 

Councilman J. R. Nutting, who 
has worked incessantly for the 
bonds and for the tax increase, 
Said last night: 

“Let me again urge every voter 
to go to the polls today and vote 
for the bonds. Ordinarily when 
bonds are voted the expenditures 
of the bond money megns increased 
expenses for the city in the added 
administrative charges required for 
the various improvements made. 
But all of the bonds to be voted on 
today mean either money saved or 
money earned for the city, and the 
amount of money thus saved or 
earned on the improvements pro- 
posed will easily provide the nec- 
essary interest and sinking fund 
from year to year, so that finally 
the improvements will pay for 
themselves and will retire the bonds 
when the bonds mature.

“They lay through these very re- 
gions to which Mr. Taft has called 
your attention, but they lay, then 
through united empire, the Austro- 
Hungarian empire, whose integrity 
Germany was bound to respect as 
her ally lay in the path of that line 
of conquest; the Turkish empire, 
whose interests she professed to 
make her own, lay in the direct path 
that she intended to tread. 


What Has Happened. 


“And now what has happened? 
The Austro-Hungarian empire has 
gone to pieces and the Turkish em- 
pire has disappeared and the nations 
that effected that great result—for 
it was a result of liberation—are 
now responsible as the trustees of 
the assets of those great nations. 
You not only would have weak na- 
tions lying in this path, but you 
would have nations in which that 
old poisonous seed of intrigue could 
be planted with the certainty that 
the crop would be abundant; and 
one of the things that the league of 
nations is intended to watch is the 
course of intrigue. Intrigue cannot 
stand publicity, and if the league of 
nations were nothing but a great 
debating society, it would kill in- 
trigue. 

“It is one of the agreements of 
this covenant that it is the friendly 
right of every nation a member of 
the league to crill attention to any- 
thing that it thinks will disturb 
the peace of the world, no matter 
where that thing is occurring. 


No Subject Exempt. 


“There is no subject that may 
touch the peace of the world which 
is exempt from inquiry and dis- 
cussion, and I think everybody here 
present will agree with me _ that 
Germany would never have gone to 
war if she had permitted the world 
to discuss the aggression upon Ser- 
bia for a single week.

“Private organizations, pitying 
hearts, philanthropic men and 
women have poured out their treas- 
ure in order to relieve these suffer- 
ings; but no nation has said to the 
nations responsible, ‘You must stop; 
this thing is intolerable, and we wil] 
not permit it,’. and the vision has 
been with the people. 

“My friends, I wish you would re- 
flect upon this proposition. The 
vision as to what is necessary for 
great reforms has seldom come from 
the top in the nations of the world. 
It has come from the need and the 
aspirations and the self-assertion 
of great bodies of men who meant 
to be free. And I can explain some 
of the criticisms which have been 
levelled against this great enter- 
prise only by the supposition that 
the men who utter the criticisms 
have never felt the great pulse of 
the heart of the world. 


Amazed at Comprehensive Ignorance 

“And I am amazed—not alarmed, 
but amazed that there should bein 
some quarters such a comprehen- 
sive ignorance of the state of the 
world. These gentlemen do not 
know what the mind of men is just 
now. Everybody else does. I do 
not know where they have been 
closeted, I do not know by what 
influences they have been blinded: 
but I do know that they have been 
separated from the general currents 
of the thought of mankind. 

“And I want to utter this solemn 
warning, not in the way of a threat: 
the forces of the world do not 
threaten, they operate. The great 
tides of the world do not give no- 
tice that they are going to rise and 
run; they rise in their majesty and 
overwhelming might, and those who 
stand in the way are overwhelmed. 
Now the heart of the world is 
awake, and the heart of the world 
must be satisfied. | 

“Do not let yourselves suppose 
for.a moment that the uneasiness 
in the populations of Europe is due 
entirely to economic causes or eco- 
nomic motives; something very 
— deeper underlies it all than 

at. 

“Thev see that their governments 
have never been able to defend them 
against intrigue or aggression and 
that there is no force of foresight 
or of prudence in any modern ¢abi- 
net to stop war. And therefore, they 
say: ‘There must be some funda- 
mental cause for this,’ and the fun- 
damental cause they are beginning 
to perceive to be that nations have 
stood singly or in little jealous 
groups against each other, fostering 
prejudice, increasing the danger of 
war, rather than concerting meas- 
ures to prevent it; and that if there 
is right in the world, if there is 
justice in the world, there is no rea- 
son why nations should be divided 
in the support of justice. 

Think of Women and Children. 

“They are therefore saying if you 
believe that there is a right, if you 
really believe that wars ought to 


be stopped, stop thinking about the | 
rival interests of nations and think | 


about men and women and children 
throughout the world. 

“Nations are not made to afford 
distinction to their rulers by way 


| of success in the maneuvers of poli- 


tics: nations are meant, if they are 
meant for anything, to make the 
men and women and children 
them secure and happy and pros- 
perous and no nation has the right 


to set up its special interests against | 


the interests and benefits of man- 
kind, least of all this great union 
which we love. 

“It was set up for the benefit of 
mankind; it was set up to illustrate 
the highest ideals and to achieve 
the highest aspirations of men who 


| wanted to be free: and the world— 
the world of today believes that and | 


counts on us, and would be thrown 
back into the blackness of despair 
if we deserted it. 

“T have tried once and again, my 
fellow citizens, to say to little cir- 
cles of friends or to larger bodies, 


what seems to be the real hope of | 


the peoples of Europe, and I tell 
you frankly I have not been able 
to do so because when the thought 
tries to crowd itself into speech, 
the profound emotion of the thing 
is too much: speech will not carry. 
I have felt the tragedy of the hope 
of those suffering peoples. 

“It is tragedy because it {s a hope 


which cannot be realized in its per- | 
fection, and vet I have felt besides | 
its tragedy, its compulson, its com- | 


pulsion upon every living man to 
exercise every influence that he has 
to the utmost to see that as little 
as possible of that hope is disap- 
pointed because if men cannot now, 
after this agony of bloody sweat, 
come to their self-possession and 
see how to regulate the affairs of 
the world, we will sink back into 
a period of struggle in which there 
will be no hope and therefore no 
mercy. There can be no mercy 
where there is no hope, for why 
should you spare another if you 
yourself expect to perish? Why 
should you be pitiful if you can get 
no pity? Why should you be just 
if, upon every hand, 
upon?

the world, but they have not even | 
observed the temper of those splen- 
did boys in khaki that they sent | 
across the seas. I have had the| 
proud consciousness of the reflect- 
ed glory of those boys, because the 
constitution made me their com- 
mander-in-chief, and they have 
taught me some lessons. When we 
went into the war we went into 
it on the basis of declarations which 
it was my privilege to utter, be- 
cause I believed them to be an In- 
terpretation of the purpose and 
thought of the people ofthe United 


“And those boys went over there 
with the feeling that they were sac- 
redly bound to the realization 
of those ideals; that they were not 
only going over there to beat Ger- 
many; they were not going’ over 
there merly with resentment in their 
hearts against a particular outlaw 
nation; but that they were cross- 
ing those three thousand miles of 
sea in order to show to Europe that 
the United States, when it became 
necessary, would go anywhere where 
the rights of mankind were threat- 
ened. 

“They would not sit still in the 
trenches. They would not be re- 
strained by the prudence of ex- 
perienced continental commanders. 
They thought they had come over 
there to do a particular thing and 
they were going to do it and do it 
at once. And just as soon as that 
rush of spirit as weJl as rush of 
body came in contact with the lines 
of the enemy, they began to break, 
and they continued to break until 
the end. They continued to break, 
my féllow citizens, not merely be- 
cause of the physical force of those 
lusty youngsters, but because of the 
irresistible spiritual force of the} 
armies of the United States. It was/| 
that they felt. It was that that 
awed them. It was that that made 
them feel, if these youngsters ever 
got a foothold, they could never be | 
dislodged and therefore every foot | 
of — that they won was: per- | 
manently won for the liberty of 
mankind. 

He Will Back Soldiers. 


“And do you suppose that having 
felt that crusading spirit of these 
youngsters, who went over there not 


fellow men, I am going to permit 
myself for one moment to slacken 
in my effort to be worthy of them 
and their cause? What I said at the 
opening I said with a deeper mean- 
ing than perhaps you have caught: 
I do mean, not to come back until 
it’s over over there and it must 
not be over until the nations of the 
world are assured of the permanency 
of peace. 

“Gentlemen on this side of the 
water would be very much profited 
by getting into communication with 
some gentlemen on the other side of 
the water. We sometimes think, 
my fellow citizens, that the experi- 
enced statesmen of the European 
nations are an unusually hard-head- 
ed set of men, by which we generaily 
mean, although we do not admit it, 
that they dre a bit cynical; that 
they say “This is a very practical 
world,’ by which you always mean 
that it is not an ideal world: that 
they do not believe that things can 
be settled upon an ideal basis. Well, 
I never came into intimate contact 


in | 


you are put| 


tance of what is to ensue; and there 
is not one of them with whom I have 
come in contact, who does not feel 
that he cannot in conscience return 
to his people from Paris unless he 
has done his utmost to do some- 
thing more than attach his name to 
a treaty of peace. Every man in that 
conference knows that the treaty 
of peace in itself will be inoperative, 
as Mr. Taft has said, without this 
constant support and energy of a 
Sreat organization such as is sup- 
plied by the league of nations. 


League and Treaty to Be One. 


“And. men who, when I first went 
over there were skeptical of the pos- 
sibility of forming a league of na- 
tions, admitted that if we could 
but form it, it would be an _ invalu- 
able instrumentality through which 
to secure the operation of the va- 
rious parts of the treaty; and when 
that treaty comes back gentlemen 
on this side will find the covenant 
not only in it, but so many threads 
of the treaty tied to the covenant 
that you cannot dissect the covenant 
from the treaty without destroying 
the whole vital structure. The 
structure of peace will not be vital 
without the league of nations, and 
no man is going to bring back a 
cadaver with him. 

“I must say that I have been puz- 
zlied by some of the criticisms, not 
by the criticisms themselves; I can 
understand them perfectly, even 
when there was no foundation for 
them; but by the fact of the criti- 
cism. I cannot imagine how these 
gentlemen can live and not live in 
the atmosphere of the world. 

“I cannot imagine how they can 
live and not be in contact with 
events of the times; and I particu- 
larly cannot imagine how they can 
be Americans and set up a doctrine 
of careful selfishness, thought out 
to the last detail. I have heard no 
counsel of generosity in their criti- 
cism. I have heard no constructive 
suggestion. I have heard nothing 
except ‘Will it not be dangerous to 
us to help the world?’ It would be 
fatal to us not to help it. 

“From being what I will venture 
to call the most famous and the 
most powerful nation in the world 
we would of a sudden have become 
the most contemptible. So, I did not 
need to be told, as I have been told, 
that the people of the United States 
would support this covenant. 
an American and I knew they would. 

“What a sweet revenge it is upon 
the world. They laughed at us 
once, they thought we did not mean 
our professions of principles. They 
thought so until April of 1917. It 
was hardly creditable to them that 
we would do more than send a few 
men over and go through the forms 
of helping, and when they saw mul- 
titudes hastening across the sea, 
and saw what those multitudes were 
eager to do when they got to the 
other side, they stood amazed and 
said ‘the thing is real, this nation

London, March 4.—A_ general 
strike began in Berlin Monday eve- 
ning, a German wireless message re- 
ceived this evening announces. All 
traffic has been stopped on the 
street cars and the elevated and un- 
derground railways. 

Berlin is without water, electric- 
ity or gas, the Exchange Telegraph 
correspondent at Copenhagen re- 
ports. 

CROWDS ATTACK

Copenhagen, March 4.—Crowds 
forced their way into the various 
police stations in Berlin Monday 
night, disarbed the policemen and 
cut the telephone wires, according 
to a telegram from Berlin.

The independent so- 
cialists supported the Spartacans, 
while the majority socialists and 
democrats united in opposition. 
DEMANDS MADE 

BY SPARTACANS. 

Berlin, March 4.—The national 
Spartacan league and the Greater 
Berlin communist organizations 
have issued an appeal for an imme- 
diate general strike and the over- 
throw of the national assembly and 


the present republic. 
The organizations instruct their 


followers to assemble at factories 
to prevent work and direct them to 
avoid street demonstrations in or- 
der that the government may have 
no opportunity to crush the move- 
ment by force. 

The workmen of the Schwartz- 
kopf plant, who are among the 
most radical in Berlin, have voted 
for a general strike, 12,000 men be- 
ing affected. This is the first re- 
sponse to the Spartacan appeal. 

According to The Vorwaerts, the 
majority of the workingmen in the 
metals trade and the railway work- 
ers favor a general stoppage of 
work. 

The aims of the proposed strike 
as called by the Berhin Spartacans 
include the introduction of factory 
councils in all plants to regulate 
factory affairs and ultimately the 
taking over of the factories, the 
dismissal of the government troops

The liberation of all political 
prisoners and the establishment of 
a revolutionary tribunal to try the 
“chief culprits” of the war, the Ho- 
henzollerns, Field Marshal von Hin- 
denburg, Generrm!l Ludendorff, Ad- 
miral Tirpitz and the “traitors to 
the revolution,” President Ebert, 
Chancellor Scheidemann and Gustav 
Noske, the minister of defense, are 
also called for. 

The immediate conclusion of 
peace with; Russia and the estab- 
lishment of diplomatic relations 
with the Russian soviet republic are 
likewise demanded. 

The naval governing board of the 
majority socialist party, the dele- 
gates to the national assembly and 
the local board of Greater Berlin 
have issued an appeal to the work- 
ing men to refrrin from taking part 


in the general strike. 

The proclamations against the 
strike set forth that a general 
strike now would prove catastro- 
phic in its effects, as it would be 
inimical to the early conclusion of 
peace and the economic recovery of 
Germany. 

It was reported that 4,000 of the 
factory and office employees of the 
Hemmingsdorff General Electric 
plant had walked out. The Span- 
dau arsenal also shut down partly. 
There is every assurance, however, 
says Vorwaerts, that the govern- 
ment will be able to prevent the 
breaking out of disorders in Berlin 
are playing a role in the present 
limits.

GOVERNMENT PLEDGES 
LABOR LEGISLATION. 

Weimar, March 4.—The govern- 
ment is nearly ready, after many 
weeks’ work, to present the nation- 
al assembly with drastic and far- 
reaching labor legislation which is 
said far to exceed anything demand- 
ed even by the independent social- 
ists. The government also will pre- 
sent measures for the socialization 
of all the mines of Germany and the 
taking over of the coal syndicate 
by’ the nation. 

The socialists have presented a 
bill providing that the property 
necessary to the maintenance and 
exploitation of the wealth of the 
soil shall belong only to the gov- 
ernment. Another bill demands 
that the government arrange for 
the transfer of mines and public 
power plants from private to com- 
mon ownership and the _  appoint- 
ment of industriel councils consist- 
ing of workmen for the control and 
operation of these properties. 
BAVARIAN TROOPS 
MARCH ON MUNICH. 

Paris, March 4.—Bavarian troops 
opposed to the radical government 
in Munich are marching on_ that 
city, according to a dispatch from 
Zurich to The Petit Parisien. This 
announcement was made at the sol- 
diers’ and workmen’s congress in 
Munich by Ministers Jaffe and Un- 
terleitner. It was confirmed by 
several other delegates.

The disinterestedness of the, United 
States, its position as the gfeatest 
power in the world in view of its 
population and their intelligence 
and adaptability, its enormous nat- 
ural resources and its potential mil- 
itary power, demonstrated on the 
fields of France and Belgium, make 
its membership in the league indis- 
pensable. The confidence of the 
world in its disinterestedness and 
in its pure democracy will enor- 
mously enhance the prestige and 
power of the league and the faith of 
the world in the league’s earnest 
desire for peace with justace.” 


Force of League Needed. 


The united force of a league of 
nations is necessary to stabilize con- 
ditions among the new nations, said 
the former president, citing armed 
conflicts already in progress be- 
tween war-born powers “lacking 
self-restraint and not comprehend- 
ing the scope of their powers.” 

Mr. Taft saw no threat against 
the Monroe doctrine in the league 
covenant under which, he said, 
America would take the initial steps 
and presumably would be in charge 
of repressive action In case of vio- 
lations on the American continent. 
European members would attend to 
Europe and Asiatic members to 
Asia, unless a conflict of such se- 
riousness developed that the peace 
of the world was endangered. 

Yet, the Monroe doctrine itself. 

declared, was subject to limita- 
tions. In some speeches in the sen- 
ate, he said, “intimations have been 
made which enlarge this doctrine 
beyond what can be justified.” 

“Those who seek to enforce a 
Monroe doctrine which makes the 
western hemisphere our own pre- 
serve in which we may impose our 
sovereign will, on the will of. other 
countries in their own interest, be- 
cause, indeed, we have done that 
in the past, should not ve sustained,” 
he said. “Our conquests of our 
western territory of course, have 
worked greatly for the civilization 
of the world and for our own use- 
fulness and the happiness of those 
who now occupy that territory; but 
we have reached a state in the 
world’s history when its progress 
should be now determined and se- 
cured under just and peaceful con- 
ditions and progress “:rough con- 
quest by powerful nations should 
be prevented.” 


Recognition of Monroe Doctrine. 


Mr. Taft said he would have no 
objection and would favor a recog- 
nition of the Monroe doctrine by 
specific words in the covenant with 
a further provision that the settle- 
ment of purely American questions 
should be remitted primarily to the 
American nations with machinery 
like that of the present league and 
that European nations should not 
intervene unless requested to do so 
by the American nations, 

“The European nations desire our 
entrance into this Jeague, not that 
they may control America, but to 
--cure our aid in controlling Europe 
. dad I venture to think that they 

uld be relieved if the primary 

y of keeping peace and policing 
this western hemisphere was rele- 
gated to us and our: western col- 
leagues. I object, however, to such 
a reservation as was contained in 
The Hague conference against en- 
tangling alliances because the 
recommendation was framed before 
the demonstrations of this war and 
contained reservation as to the so- 
called policy against entangting alli- 
ances that are inconsistent with the 
needs of this nation and the needs 
of the world to secure the peaceful 
future of both.” 

After reminding his audience that 


no critic had offered “a single con- 
‘structive suggestion” in the way of 
'a substitute plan, Mr. Taft entered 


upon a discussion of the legal as- 
pects of the project. The proposed 
covenant, he said, was nothing more 
than a contract for the benefit of 
the contracting parties. It created 
no “super-sovereignty,” he main- 
tained, adding that ‘“‘the only sov- 
ereignty we have is that sanctioned 
by international law.” 


First. Important Covenant. 


“The first important covenant 
with reference to peace and war in 
the constitution of the league,” he 
continued, “is that looking to a re- 
duction of armament by all nations. 
Having reached a conclusion as to 
the proportionate limits of each na- 
tion’s armament, the league’s exec- 
utive council submits its conclusion 
to each nation, which may or may 
not agree to the limit thus recom- 
mended: but when an agreement is 
reached between a nation and the 
executive council it covenants to 
keep within that limit until by ap- 
plication to the executive councll 
the limit may be raised. In other 
words each nation agrees to its own 
limitation. Having so agreed it 
must keep within it. 

“The importance of providing for 
a reduction of armament every one 
recognizes. It is affirmed in the 
newly proposed senate resolution. 
Can we not trust our congress to 
fix a limitation safe for the country 
and stick to it? If:we can’t, no 
country can. Yet the rest are anx- 
ious to do this. They are far more 
exposed than we. 

“The character of this obligation 
is affected by the time during 
which the covenants of the league 
continue to bind. In my judgment 
there should be a period of ten years 
for a permission for anv member of 
the league to withdraw from the 
covenant by giving a reasonable no- 
tice of one or two years of its in- 
tention to do so.” 


Japanese Immigration. 


Mr. Taft took exception to the 
argument that membership in the 
league might force upon the United 
States arbitration of the Japanese 
immigration question. He said it 
was preposterous to assume that all 
the other nations of the world 
“would unite their military forces 
to compel us to: receive Japanese 
immigrants under the covenant.” 

“Why should they not do so with- 
out the covenant?” he asked. 

The former president asserted that 
the league provision prohibiting war 


until three months after an arbi- 
tration award or a recommendation 
of compromise was “the great re- 
straint upon war imposed by the 
covenant upon members and non- 
members.” He showed how the pen- 
alizing clause, subjecting a cOov- 
enant breaking nation to a boycott 
of its commercial, trade, financial, 
personal and official relations with 
other countries, would be a power- 
ful international weapon for the en- 
forcement of peace. 

The former president declared 
that the world was “in sight of a 
league of peace, of what I have 
ever regarded as ‘the promised 
land.’ ”’ 

He asserted that “our profound 
sympathy in his purpose and our 
prayers for his success” should go 
with the president “in his great 
mission.’’ 


1, OO NOMINATIONS Dt 
WITH GOTH CONGRESS 


Washington, March 4.—Seventeen 
hundred nominations, including 
those of A. Mitchell Palmer to be 
attorney general and John Skelton 
Williams to succeed himself as 
comptroller of the currency, re- 
mained unconfirmed today when 
congress adjourned, On the list 
were approximately one thousand 
postmasters, five hundred army ol- 
ficers and two hundred naval! offi- 
cers. 

The senate in failing to act upon 
Mr. Palmer’s nomination, estat- 
lished a precedent acearding to old- 
est attaches, who sae it was the 
custom to puss without delay upon 
appointments of members of the 
cabinet. Other important nomina- 
tions remaining unconfirmed “were 
those of Major Generals Robert E. 
Noble and Walter D. McGraw, to be 
brigadier generals in the regular 
army establishment. 

Mr. Palmer and Mr. Williams will 
be given recess appointments by 
the president, under which they will 
hold office until the new congress 
assembles, but such appointments 
are not necessary in the cases of 
postmasters as the incumbents hold 
over until their successors qualify. 
Army and navy officers may be 
given the temporary 
they were nominated and then re- 
nominated when congress meets 
again. Upon confirmation their new 
rank would date from the day of 
the original nominations.

from further raises that will make 
it impossible for ‘many people to 
live in Atlanta. 

“Indeed, there are hundreds of 
people who are now living in the 
small communities around Atlanta 
because they bave been unable to 
meet the advances in rent which 
property owners have made during 
the past two years. 

“No tax increase did this. 

There has been, and. still is, 
such a demand for houses and apart- 
ments in Atlanta that landlords 
have asked and received rentals 
never dreamed of in 1913. 

“Property owners in Atlanta can, 
therefore, well afford to meet the 
slightest increase in taxes that they 
will have to bear if the tax rate 1S 
restored. Thev should be the last 
to fight this movement since they, 
more than any other class of citi- 
zens, are reaping material benefit 
from the city. 

“In their advertisements, the At- 
lanta real estate board states that 
the basis of tax value is now 70 per 
cent, but they forgot to mention 
that if the tax rate is restored, it 
will be put back to its former figure 
of #0 per cent.

ERY early in my daily 
trips through the Wilson 
& Company plant, Chicago, I 
made it a point to find out if 
the women workers were con- 
tented. I know by experience 
that if women look cheerful 
and act happily it is a sure sign 
that all is well—that it is a 
very good reflector of the char- 
acter and héart of a business. 


I must say I was greatly im- 
pressed, and very much pleased 
as I visited departments in the 
Wilson & Company plant— 
particularly those departments 
where women stand alongside 
of the men laborers and do 
their work skilfully and cheer- 
fully. 


These good women themselves 
told me that they like their 
work very much, and they said 
it so earnestly and frankly that 
there was no mistaking the sin- 
cerity. of their words. 


I have visited many business insti- 
autions in my lifetime where many 
women are employed. I am glad to 
say that in a great many instances 
these business institutions really 
desire to make their women work- 
ers happy and comfortable, which 
is greatly to the credit of the men 
who conduct them.

I visited there seemed to be some- 
thing lacking—something that re- 
strained the happy looks and the 
laughter I saw and heard in the 
ranks of the women workers in the 
Wilson & Company plgnt.
